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One Killed As Pin Hook Inn Is 
Completely Destroyed By Fire 


The Pin Hook Inn, a popular 
nightspot located approximately 
one-half mile past the Crenshaw 
County line off Highway 189 North, 
was completely destroyed by a fire 
early Monday morning, June 4, that 
also took the life of one man and 
seriously injured another. 

The fire started at 3:00 a.m. 
Monday morning and quickly 
engulfed the brick building, trapping 
R.T. “T-Bone’’ Coleman in a back 
bedroom. Coleman was found after 
the fire was extinquished lying 
between a mattress and an’ inner 
wall, where he apparently went to 
seek shelter from the blaze. Also 
trapped in the fire was James 
Walden, who escaped with second 
and third degree burns. Walden was 
sleeping in a room at the opposite 


end of the building and made it toa 
doorway before being overcome by 
smoke. He is currently hospitalized 
in Birmingham. 

Mrs. Isabell Frazier, owner and 
operator of the Pin Hook since 1949, 
stated she awoke at approximately 
3:00 a.m. and smelled smoke. She 
went outside and saw flames in the 
north end of the club and called the 
Brantley Fire Department. 


“IT went out and could hear 
James Walden yelling for me think- 
ing | was in the club,"’ said Mrs. 
Frazier. ‘I went to a door and 
grabbed him just as he collapsed. 
I'm sorry for what happened, but I 
thank God I didn’t get hurt and I was 
able to get James out.”’

The Elba City Council climaxed 
last week with a list of complaints 
from former Mayor Bob Folsom. He 
had four items he wanted to discuss, 
beginning with a comment that he 
wanted the election to go off better 
than when he was mayor. Folsom 
observed that some absentee votes 
were not calculated four years ago. 
However, he was later told by city 
clerk Jack Prescott that every ballot 
returned was accounted for and 
votes he anticipated for himself 
either weren't cast or were cast for 
someone else. 


Folsom also complained that 
water pressure going up Brunson 
Hill was too low, the pumps would 
only supply 33 gallons a minute, and 
400 gallons were needed to supply 
the fire truck during a fire.

County Food Stamp Program Receives 


Excelient Rating On Review 


Ron Smith, director of Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Security, reports that the Coffee 
County Food Stamp Program 
received an excellent rating on their 
recent Management Evaluation 
‘Review which was conducted on 
March 8, 12-13. The reviewers, from 
the State Department of Pensions 
and Security in Montgomery, pulled 
a random number of cases to review, 
including public-assistance and non- 
public assistance cases, and all 
phases of the food stamp program. 

The reviewers said that ‘‘jobs are 
assigned according to classification, 


certification actions are excellent and 
the staff understands policy and 
procesures.’’ They further stated 
that ‘‘the staff is client-oriented, 
services are efficient, issuance pro- 
cedures are excellent and control 
procedures and security procedures 
are being followed.”’ 

Smith stated that the Coffee 
County Food Stamp Program serves 
approximately 1600’ households 
representing some 4000 people in 
Coffee County with total monthly 
issuance of approximately $150,000. 
Mrs. Debbie Jones is Food Stamp 
supervisor.

Keep in mind that some pay- 
ments must be withheld if you are 
under 70 and your 1984 work 
earnings exceed: $6,960 if you are 
65 through 69; or $5,160 if you are 
under 65. If you go over the limit $1 
in benefits should be withheld for 
each $2 of excess annual earnings. 
Also there’s a monthly test that 
applies in certain situations. 

There are special rules, which 
include medical considerations, if 
you work while getting disability 
checks. 


Let Social Security know if you 

+ or as oe sy ” OR 
earnings will be higher than you 
reported earlier. You should do this 
any time during the year there is a 
change. The easiest way to report is 
by phone. 

Also notify Social Security of 
certain other changes that often lead 
to overpayments such as: 

***death or marriage; 

***medical improvement of a dis- 

‘ abled person; 

***. student 18 or over stops 
attending school full time; and, 

***a parent or other payee no longer 
has custody of a child or other 
beneficiary. 


If you receive supplemental 
security income (SSI) checks, in 
addition to Social Security, you need 
to report changes in resources, 
income, household occupants, and 
certain other things. Contact the

MOTIVATION BY FEAR OR LOVE? 


A prominent psychologist once 
stated that the only really success- 
ful way of making anyone do 
anything is to make them want to do 
it.

Preachers who rely on fear as their 
prime motivation in soliciting 
people’s response need to know that 
they have chosen a weaker 
motivation. Love is stronger than 
fear.

Lupus Recognized As 
Women’s Health Issue 


Systemic Lupus Erythematosus 
(SLE) or lupus - has been recognized 
by the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS) as a 
health concern of women, according 
to Mrs. Henrietta Aladjem, one of 
the founders of the Lupus Founda- 
tion of America, Inc. (LFA). 

Mrs. Aladjem, spoke at the 
HHS-sponsored PHS Task Force 
on Women's Health Issues about 
“problems related to lupus,"’ and 
among these problems were the low 
level of public awareness of the 
disease and the urgent need for 
greater awareness; and the need for 
social security and disability reforms 
regarding lupus, and the education 
of judges handling such cases. 

“Far too many young pro- 
fessional women have lost their jobs 
because of this debilitating 
disease," said Mrs. Aladiem. ‘‘and

school due to a lack of understanding 
of the disease by teachers.” 

Mrs. Aladjem is the author of two 
books for laypeople on lupus: The 
Sun is My Enemy and Lapus: Hope 
Through Understanding. 

Lupus is an auto-immune disease 
of unknown cause and cure. Its 
multiple symptoms range from skin 
rashes to connective tissue involve- 
ment to kidney disease such as 
nephritis to inflammation of the 
brain and/or joints. It can affect any 
number of organs and systems of the 
body. making it extemely difficult to 
diagnose. It is more prevalent than 
leukemia, multiple sclerosis, mus- 
cular dystrophy, cystic fibrosis and 
other well-known diseases. It is 
estimated that 50,000 new cases of 
lupus are reported annually and that 
approximately 5,000 persons die 
each year from the disease in the 
U.S. alone.

For this 
reason recreation is of social as well 
as individual importance. 

When was the last time you took 
your family on a vicnic? A picnic 
provides recreation for the entire 
family. Picnickers enjoy the beauty 
of the outdoors while eating an 
informal meal. 

My aunt says that fishing is 
best recreational activity she has 
ever tried. She said it relaxes your 
mind and gives you a keen sense of 
concentration - and she should know 
- she goes fishing every day! 

Whether it's hiking, swimming, 
playing baseball or building a model 
airplane, let us engage ourselves and 
our families in some type of rec- 
reation. 

Our young people need guidance 
in the use of tneir free time. The 
home, school, church and various 
organizations can provide such 
guidance in many cases. But families 
of low income often lack the means 
to give their children proper rec- 
reation. If children have nowhere to 
go and nothing to do, the street 
usually becomes their playground. 

The lack of wholesome outlets for 
energies and interests often leads 
children to seek dangerous forms of 
amusement. The lack of money 
sometimes drives them to commit 
petty thievery. Children subjected to 
such influences frequently become 
juvenile delinquents and eventually 
criminals. The cost to the community 
of dealing with such problems often 
far exceeds the cost of providing 
adequate recreational facilities.

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Commission To Purchase $% Million Of Road Machinery 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
June 11, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise, and following a lengthy 
discussion, instructed the county 
engineer to draw up specifications on 
new equipment for the county 
highway department, estimated to 
cost in excess of half a million 
dollars. 

The discussion began when 
Engineer Frank Charlton stated his 
department needed four motor 


graders, two backhoes, two front- 
end loaders, one paint striper, one 
bulldozer and two bush-hogs. 

The commissioners all agreed the 
heavy machinery should be pur- 
chased as soon as possible, and upon 
the recommendation of Charlton 
agreed to buy only American-made 
equipment. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
warned the commission that the 
special ‘‘American-made’’ clause 
could lead to a possible discrimina- 


tion suit and reminded the group 
that many American companies are 
owned by investors in other 
countries. He said he would get an 
attorney general's opinion on the 
matter and report back. 

The commission proceeded with 
the discussion and a motion was 
made to instruct the engineer to 
draw up specifications and send out 
bids to be opened on July 5. The 
need for the commissioners to review 
the specs was brought up; however, 


as the discussion continued the 
motion was withdrawn 

The commission never came to an 
agreement on the matter, but did 
finally tell the engineer to draw up 
the specifications for review and 
then, with approval, send —eut 
invitations to bid 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. and after routine approval of 
minutes the commission tackled the 
agenda.

facility. 

Rev. Virgil Coleman and a group

Club appeared before the council 
requesting that the method of 
electing council members be 
changed prior to the 1988 election to 
assure regular representation on the 
council from the minority Black race. 
Coleman noted that the council was 
once elected from wards, and he 
wouldn't speculate on the changes 
made at the time, but felt better 
representation could be achieved if 
council members were elected from 
districts rather than at-large.

Each councilman present gave 
verbal support to the proposal and 
with a smile, English said to 
Coleman, ‘You got 100 percent 
support. . . you better quit while 
you're ahead.’’ The group re- 
quested an invitation to return and 
meet with the council in the near 
future and English urged them to 
urge as many members of the 
minority group as possible to attend 
and participate in the discussion.

Former Probaie Judge James L. Sawyer Files 


$21,722.25 Bill For Old Election Work 


Former Coffee County Probate 
Judge James L. Sawyer filed an 
expense claim in the amount of 
$21,722.25 to the county commission 
last week in an attempt to recover 
funds he declares he never collected 
during his tenure in office. 

Accordi 2 to the claim, Sawyer 


was required to provide election 
inspectors with a qualified voter's 
list for various elections held from 
January, 1972, through November 4, 
1982, and he never received pay for 
preparing the lists, as authorized by 
the State Code of Alabama. 

The former probate judge is 


currently facing a $20,613.42 lawsuit 
filed by the county district attorney 
for missing funds discovered during 
an audit in his final years in office. 
Iwo clerks were charged in the case, 
but it was ruled Sawyer was legally 
responsible and must repay the 
funds, 


prices was brought up for the third 
straight meeting. and once again the 
engineer said he had received no 
information. .The commission had 
hoped to use state-accepted prices in 
finding a local supplier. but it apears 
to be an impossible solution.

According to the 
clerks, it would take two additional 
employees and four new typewriters 
to do the paperwork, at an annual 
expense of over $21,000. To use a
